There is an unwritten chapter in the 
life of “Patsy" Meager, better known 
as “Patsy” Forepaiigh». the elephant 
trainer who met a tragic death wntler 
the tusks of Big Ski at the barns of 
Sells Bros, in Columbus, 0., a few days 
a^o. 
The chapter shows that Fore* 
paugh anticipated such a death as be* 
tell him and illustrates the premoni­ 
tions to which mankind is subject. 


“Pat.sy“ Forepaugii iong had held 
Jhis premonition before him, and his 
many perilous experiences of a similar 
nature make the subject a peculiar one. 
The most dangerous part of the man's 
life was when he wa.s chief trainer for 
the Wallace circus, which has its win­ 
ter cjuarters in Peru, Ind. In this pe­ 
riod of five years the man perforined 
acts of bravery and exhibited remark*, 
able nerve and coolness in the face of 
danger. 
He dominated his mas.sive 
charges by force of will coupled with 
kindness and controlled them abso­ 
lutely. 


Pilot, the monster elephant of the 
Wallace herd, says the Chicago 'lYib- 
une, formed the central figure li» this 
unwritten chapter. It was Forepaugh 
who* almost alone subdued this beast 
when he broke from his t|uarters, es­ 
caped to the country and did great 
damage to property and to the peace 
of mind of the people.

Finding that he could not release liim- 
self he elutehed the tusks of the brute, 
and thus h'dd on. ^vh¡!e Pilot went 
sereauiiiig an«l hissing up and down 
the railway, with 
elreus men en- 
tleavoring to capture him and release 
“ I'at.sy.” 


At last I'ilot, failing to 
dislodge 
Forepaugh, 
begjin 
breaking <lown 
barb wire fenee, using his tusks and 
“ I’atsy'* as weapons. 
Not until the 
elephant had erashed down over loi) 
fei't ttf the fenee did relief conn*. Bv 
this time every vestige of clothing was 
toi'u from the man, 
bleeding an«l 


insensible, the man relaxed his hold 
and fell ti> the ground. Pilot attenipt- 
ed to kill him, but was driven away and 
fled into the ciuintry. Five miles out 
he turned and renewed the light with 
his pursuers, but, exhausted from the 
loss of bloody he was taken, chained 
and returned to the car. 


Two «lays later, in a town in Louis­ 
iana, he lefused 
to leave 
liis car. 
Twenty-tive men fought him for three 
ilays, and he was then taken to leaker 
C ity, where Mr. Wallace had him taken 
in his ear far into the country, to be 
^•oncjuered or killed. 
There 150 men 
fought him for six hours, and finally, 
exhausted by the loss of blood, and 
with a rope fastened around his ear, lie 
was dragged out of the car, conquered. 


Forepaugh’s condition was 
serious 
for some time, but within ten days he 
Was able to join the circus. With the 
return of the circus to Peru Pilot’s 
temper again manifested itself, and 
Forepaugh had 
him killed. 
But 
though he came alive through this and 
many similar fights, 
“Patsy” 
Fore­ 
paugh met his death as he always 
stated it would come—by the “ivories” 
of an elephant.

Are Anti- 


The Detroit News'makes this rather 
etartUof? statement: 


The sttle of the Erie telephone sys­ 
tem, the largest Boil system in the 
United States, to the Telephone, Tele- 
grAph & Cable Co., of America, is an 
event of greater mibguituUe than would 
bo understood at tirst gUnce.if only the 
size of the oorporatlou and the number 
i)f its subscribers are considered. 


It means that the Erie system has 
joined the inaependent forces arrayed 
Mgainst the American Bell telephone 
companv and that all the telephone 
companies of Michigan are now in the 
same boat. 


The Telephone, Telegraph & Cable 
Co,, of America was organi/<ed last 
summer to form a combine of anti-Bell 
companies throughout the 
United 
States. 


While the American Bell Telephone 
Co. controls mo!)t of the so*called Bell 
companies, it never owned a dollar’s 
worth of stock in the i^rie system, 
which was spread out in five branches 
operating Bell telephone service in 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ar­ 
kansas. Texas, Norm and South Da­ 
kota and part of Ohio. The Erie system 
had no connection wi^h the American 
BeU Co., beyond using its instruments, 
for which it id understood to pay a 
royalty of 11.50 a year. The royalty 
formerly charged by the Bell company 
was $12 for each instrument, but this 
was cut down to $1 50, it is said, largely 
through the eftorit} of Mr. Glidden, 
who has always been opposed to the 
Bell policy of maintaining high rates 
for telephone service.
